Births. — ^The  number  of  Births  registered  as  belonging  to 
the  District  during  1942  was  232,  of  which  118  were  males 
and  114  were  females.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  year  was  equal 
to  17.3  per  thousand  of  population. 

Deaths. — During  the  year  131  Deaths  were  registered  of 
persons  belonging  to  the  District.  This  gives  a  Death  Rate 
of  9.8  per  thousand  of  population.

1  hav''  the  honour  of  presenting  to  you  a  sununary  of  the 
work  carried  out  ])y  the  Publie  Health  Department  during 
the  yeai*  1942. 


>'  General  Inspections. 

The  routine  inspections  of  the  District  liave  been  carried  out 
as  far  as  cireunistances:  permitted,  and  at  all  times  special 
attention  has  been  paid  to  the  premises  registered  under  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  and  to  the  inspection  of  meat  and 
other  food  premises.  Pew  complaints  have  been  registered 
during  the  year,  and  these  have  all  been  dealt  with,  by  informal 
action . 

There  are  a  number  of  properties  in  the  town  still  in  the 
occupation  of  His  M'ajesty’s  Porces,  and  with  the  exception  of 
a  few  minor  complaints,  these  have  been  well  maintained. 
I  have,  on  a  number  of  occasions,  consulted  with  the  D'.CLR.E. 
on  the  question  of  drainage,  and  have  at  all  times  received 
assistance  from  the  officials  of  his  department. 

I  have  found  at  all  times  that  the  Military  Authorities  are 
only  too  willing  to  assist  in  maintaining  a  satisfactory  sanitary 
condition  of  billets,  and  paiticularly  so  has  this  Imen  under  the 
Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

T'lu^  nuisances  discovered  during  the  year  hav(''  all  been  dealt 
w  ith  wdthout  resorting  to  statutory  action,  and  although  there 
are  many  additional  families  lioused  in  tiie  town,  little  trouble 
has  been  experienced.  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  only  one 
minor  case  of  l)ug  infestation  ^vas  brought  to  my  notice  during 
tlie  year,  and  this  was  dealt  with  by  fumigation  and  the 
1 'em  oval  of  all  beddijig,  etc.,  for  steam  disinfection. 

During  the  year  44  rooms  were  fumigated  following  in 
fectious  diseases  or  at  the  request  of  residents,  and  81  batches 
of  bedding,  etc.,  ^vere  removed  to  the  Oouncil’s  Hospital,  Oak 
lame,  for  steam  disinfection.

Drainage. 

There  were  no  extensions  to  the  main  se^werage  system  of 
the  District  or  to  the  surface  water  sewers  during  the  year. 
OUe  new^  house  was  erected  and  connected  to  the  Cbuncirs 
sewuu*,  and  42  detects  ladating  to  cleansing  or  defective  drainage 
were  dealt  wdth. 


Water  Supplies. 

During  the  year  no  complaints  were  received  concerning  the 
domestic  wmter  supply  of  the  towui.  Eleven  samples  were  taken 
from  various  parts  of  the  District  and  submitted  to  the  Cbunty 
Laboratories,  Maidstone,  for  bacteriological  examination.  The 
reports  upon  these  wnwe  all  satisfactory. 

Five  samples  of  Avater  w’-ere  also  taken  from  the  Public 
Swimming  Paths  owned  by  the  Council  in  Elardley  Road, 
Sevenoaks,  and  submitted  for  examination,  and  the  reports 
upon  these  w^ere  all  satisfactory. 

Milk  Supplies. 


The  milk  supply  of  the  District  has,  in  spite  of  wmrtime 
conditions,  been  maintained  in  a  very  satisfactory  condition. 
The  bulk  of  the  supply  is  delivered  to  consumers  in  bottles, 
and  samples  taken  approximately  monthly.  There  is  still  one 
modern  Pasteurising  Plant  in  the  area,  together  Avith  one  farm 
at  which  Accredited  Milk  is  produced.  A  total  of  164  visits 
were  paid  to  the  premises  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order 
iluring  the  year. 

Thirty-four  samples  of  milk  were  taken  and  submitted  to 
the  Cbunty  Laboratories,  Maidstone,  for  examination,  and  the 
la^ports  upon  these,  on  the  whole,  Avere  very  satisfactory.  The 
samples  consisted  of: —

Oi'dinary  . 

Under  the  Milk  (SpeAnal)  Designations  Order,  nine  avriiK 
Dealers’  Licences  were  issued  for*  tlu'  sale  of  Designated  Milk, 
and  in  addition,  one  P.asteu risers’  Licencw*  Avas  also  issued  in 
1‘espect  of  Clenches  Dairy,  Sevimoaks,  for  the  pasteurisation 
of  milk. 


Slaughterhouses,  Meat  and  Food  Inspections. 

Special  attention  has  l)eeu  paid  to  tlie  womk  under  the  abov(^ 
[leadings.  The  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  towni  liave  !>een 
continually  used  })y  tlie  Ministiw  of  Food  for  tlie  slaughtering 
of  animals,  (hi  the  whole'  these  ImAW  been  conducted  satis¬ 
factorily,  and  good  eo-operation  exists  lieUveen  my  Department 


and  the  Manager  of  the  Slaughterhonses  appointed  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pood.  A  total  of  694  Ansits  were  paid  to  the 
slanghterhons'es  during  the  year. 

The  animals  killed  in  the  slaughterhouses  were  allocated  to 
the  Sevenoaks  Urban  and  Rural  areas,  together  with  other 
districts  as  required  by  the  Ministry.  The  following  is  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  during  the  year:  Cattle,  930; 
Cows^  654;  Calves,  481;  Pigs,  1,119;  Sheep,  9,927. 

During  the  same  period  14  tons  3  qrs.  9  lbs.  of  unsound 
meat  was  dealt  Avith  in  the  slaughterhouses.  This  is  properly 
recorded  and  dealt  with  under  the  Salvage  Seheme  of  the 
Ministry  of  Pood.  In  addition,  713  lbs.  and  368  tins  of  other 
foodstuffs  Avere  found  to  be  unfit  for  liuman  consumption  in 
various  food  premises  in  the  town  and  allocated  to  salvage. 


General. 

A.R.P.  Avork  and  the  work  under  the  Puel  and  Lighting 
Registration  and  Distribution  Order,  1942,  under  A^4lich  1  act 
as  Local  Ptiel  O'verseer  for  the  Oouncil.  haAn  again  claimed 
mucli  time.  The  Avork  under  the  latter  Order  considerably 
increased  during  tlu'  year,  and  in  this  (-onnection  1  AA'ould  Uke 
to  record  my  best  thanks  to  the  staff  in  my  Department,  Avho 
haAn  Avorked  extremely  hard  during  the  year.
